New Keichstag Building Is Dedicated |

with Much Ceremony,

OPENING OF THE

Emperor William Presides at the Dedica-
tion of the New Relehstag-He Says
That Recent Events Haye Deen Pas
vorable to Peace in Europe.

Derlin, e, G —=Emperor Willlam,
werting a British uniform, visited the
Prince of Wales and the Duke of York
this morning and the two latier atter-
ward returned His Majesty's visit an
hour later. They then sturted for Eng-
lnnd, After thelp depitture, Emperor
Willlam donned a Prusshan uniform and
prepared to open the relthstag. The
Radienls are furious thut the monarceh
does not come to parlinment. Dut Iis
Mijesty must go to the castle for the
ceremony. The Fresimilge Zeltung
says that this shows how modest n part
parllinmentirism plays in Germuny.

The seaslon was openedial noon in the
Tulttersaal of the castle Instend of 1n the
usual White Hall, which 18 belng renc-
v, Emperor WiHllem, n person,
resddvs speceh from the throne, It wos
s follows;

Emperor Willlam's délivery of thia
gpecch was necompanied by Improssive
gestures, Several times he radsed his
volee and lopked sternly around, es-
pecially at the passages in regard to
the Armenian guestion and the revos
lutlonists and during his pathoetle refers
ence to the late cxar. His majesty
afterward went to the Relchstag build-
ing In order to formally perform the
ceremony of laying its corner-stone,
which ig combined with the dedicatlon
of the bullding and the formal opening
of the new sesglon of the relchslag,
Immense crowids of people were gath-
ered along the route and outside of the
new budlding, and cheered the emperor
and the German reigning princes on
thelr way there and upon thelr ar-
rival. Prince Hohenlohe, the chancel-
lor, and Fileld Marshal DBlumenthal,
chief of the general staff of the Prus-
glan drmy, who I about 84 years old,
were accorded an espoeclally warm wels
come from the people,

Dedication Ceremonies.

The dedication ceremonies passed off
without o hitch. The scene was most
brilllant. A lapge dais bhad boen con-
strieted for the use of the imperial
family and highly favored guesta and
over It wag o canopy topped by the
fmperial crown. IBeéneath this canopy
the emperor and empresa and the Ger-
man Princes were galliered. Opposite
thiz structure were the milltary and
other notabllities, as well ng the mem-
bers of the diplomutic cormg.

The ceremony was a tedious affair,
nll the participants colimbing down
from the dals to the stone and giving
it three taps. At the conclusion of thiyg
ceremony three “hochs” for the em-
peror were glven, the band played the
noational anthem, and His Majesty and
the imperial party retived to an Inner
chamber of the relehstag bullding. The
orowis then grodually dispersed, while
the emperor [nspected the bullding
thoroughly under the guldance of Herr
Wallot, the chief architect. The absence

* of General Von Caprivl, the former
chanoellor, from today's ceremontes
was much commented upon.

The wisdom of estab-
lishing an emergency fund to be used
In the suppression of epldemics has
been amply vindleated durlng the past
year, especlally during the floods of
May 20,

The report urges that a lberal ap-
proprintion be miude for the establish-
ment of o thoroughly equipped chemiceal
and bacterfologieal laboratory under
the direction of the board,

The board's report msiys that the pol-
lutlon of the water supplies continues
to be a source of anxlety to the people
of Phlladelphdn.  Sixteen complidnts
huve heen recelved on ihds seore, the
principal being from Towanda, Nuntl-
coke, Carbondale, Reading and Phlla-
delphla. Appropriate leglslation to con-
trol this great evil seems as far In the
dim future @8 when the board first be-
gan to urge it upon the wttentlon of
our legislwtors. Public oplnlon 18, how-
ever, now becoming so enlightened upon
the subject that the board may safely
hand over the agitatlon of reform in
this direction to the people,
